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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new limitation of " for a plurality of heat sources" raises a new issue that would require further 
consideration of another 112 rejection matter and/or search since it is still not clear that "a plurality of heat sources arranged at an outer 
surface" at (a) is referred to "a plurality of heat sources" in the preamble since there is no referal of the two sets. Furthermore, the 
proposed claims are not allowable since the plurality of semiconductor junctures are located within a heat source, each and every 
semiconductors junctures are considered to be a part of the heat source and render function of the heat source since they have a 
temperature of the semiconductor. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., straight line) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims See In re Van Geuns
